DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 4-7 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the present 
invention requires an electrolytic solution comprising a quaternary amine salt obtain by 
a reaction between epichlorohydrin and an amine compound mixture composed of a 
secondary and a tertiary amine compound and an organic sulfur compound. The 
quaternary amine salt has the following structure: 

* 2 OH «■* OH ^ 

Wherein R1 to R7 are each a methyl or an ethyl group and n is a number from 1 to 
1000. This electrolyte composition provides lower surface roughness while maintaining 
acceptable temperature elongation and tensile strengths. 

The Prior Art made of record discloses a reaction of epichlorohydrin with a 
mixture of amine compounds wherein the resulting quaternary amine salt is represented 
by the following structure: 
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However, applicant's arguments have been found persuasive because none of 
the Prior Art made of record discloses wherein all of the functional groups Ri to R 7 are 
each a methyl or an ethyl group. The amine compounds in the Prior Art are selected 
from alcohols, i.e. triethanolamine and/or cyclic compounds, i.e. morpholine, which 
would exclude the resulting polymer from the presently claimed invention. There was 
not found a teaching suggesting modification of the conventional electrolytic solution to 
obtain the composition of the present invention.
